exquiſitely fine, though in very different "Taſtes. 
The former is a Compoſition of a very peculiar 
Sort, compriſing the various Beauties of a famili- 
ar Epiſtle, a genteel Satire, and an epic Poem. In 
the latter, as his Preface informs us, he has copied 
the Warmth of an Horatian Ode in the Style 
and Numbers of our Countryman Spenſer; hav- 
ing only added one Verſe to his Stanza, which 
he thought made the Number more harmonious. 
At the End of this Preface, after having drawn 
the Characters of his © two great Examples', he 
declares, (as moſt good Poets have done at ſome 
Time or other of their Lives, and kept their 
Words in the ſame Manner,) That it is long 
* lince he has (or at leaſt ought to have) quitted 
* Parnaſſus, and all the flowery Roads on that 
* fide the Country ; though he thought himſelf 
indiſpenſably obliged, upon the preſent Occaſi- 
* on, to take a little Journey into thoſe Parts.“ 

_ The Victory at Blenheim, which makes the 
Subject of the firſt of theſe Poems, is one of the 
moſt remarkable in Hiſtory : And there cannot 
be a ſhorter, or better Account of it given, than 
in the Words of the General who won it.

Nor can the Conduct of our Generals in other 
Places be defended in every Inſtance. What can 


be ſaid for our lying idle ſpectators in Flanders, 
when our Friends in Spain were reduced to the 
laſt Extremity, and the Duke of Sasoey and 


Prince Eugene marched into South France, to 


beſrege Toulon. Surely, if ever it was neceſſary 


to give the Enemy fome Diverſion in Flanders, 
this was the Time, in order to prevent their 


ſending Re-inforcements to Spain or Provence. 


Can we imagine, that the Duke of Marlborough, 
at the Head of the fineſt Army that ever the 
World ſaw (one hundred thouſand Veteran 
Troops) who had beaten the Enemy the Year 
before, deſtroyed and taken twenty Thouſand 


of their beſt Troops, and taken Towns before 


their Faces without Number, either wanted 
Courage or Stratagems this Campaign, to alarm 
and diſtreſs his baffled Enemy, who fled before 
him the laſt, and were not yet recovered from 
their Panic? No, this cannot be ſuppoſed ; and 
I wiſh his Friends would furniſh us with a better 
Reaſon for this indolent Conduct, than that he 
did not heartily deſire to ſee a ſpeedy End put 


to the War. The Preſumptions are ſtrong a- 
gainſt him. Had he acted with the ſame Vi- 


gour he had done hitherto, and the Duke of 


Savoy entered Provence at the ſame time with 


lixty thouſand Men, inſtead of forty (as he might 


have done, if that Detachment had not been

Thus did the Dutch compliment our Favourite

The vigorous 
Reſolutions taken in Great Britain and Holland, 
for the Proſecution of the War, occaſioned the 
Marquis de Torcy to ſend freſh Propoſals from 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, wherein the former 
Preliminaries were to be the Foundation of a 
new Treaty. Purſuant hereto, the States-Gene- 
ral having granted Paſſes to the French Plenipo- 
tentiaries, the Marſhal 4 Uxelles, and the Abbot 
de Polignac, to come to Gertruydenburg in Hol- 
land; the Britiſo Houſe of Peers addreſſed Her 
Majeſty, on the 18th of February, to ſend the 
Duke of Marlborough over to Holland, to take 
Care of the Intereits of Great Britain. Accord- 
mgly his Grace, having received Her Majeſty's 
Command, ſet out for Hollaud the next Day, and 
arrived there the latter End of the Month. The.

They carry us on to a 
Point of View, far beyond what was propoſed by 
the Grand Alliance ; and whereas we were hither- 
to obliged to make War only till a reaſonable 
Compenſation be got to the Emperor inſtead of 
Spain, we are not now to lay down our Arms till the 


Houſe of Auſtria is put into the intire Poſſeſſion of 


the whole Spaniſb Monarchy. If Peru or Mexico 
now refuſe the Dominion of that Family, our 
Fleets and our Ar mies are to go thither to conquer 
theſe Kingdoms for them. We are at the ſame 
Time under ſuch Obligations to the Emperor, as 


to Germany, as may entail a War of fifty Years 
upon us, and an Expence of ſeven Millions each 
of theſe Years, in cafe his Imperial Majeſty thinks 
good to hold us to our Bargain: So that without 
entering into any arithmetical Detail, the third 
Part of the Recolt and Lands of all England is 


given, and a growing Intereſt upon it, for the 
Prolongation of a War, which is now out of our 
Power to finiſh ; and this too upon no Conſide- 
ration or Conceſſion to us in the World, on the 
Emperor's Part, No little Coma? or Hans-Town 
ever acled with ſuch Humility and Submiſſion to 
the Court at Vienna, as the Crown of Britain did 
on this Occaſion: Tis all Cendeſcenſion on our 
Side, and the Emperor's Love is worth the other 
fifty Millions: Nay, he has not as much as pre- 
viouſly honour'd us with the Approbation and 
Conſent of the Empire: It is enough that he will 
do it as ſoon as poſlible, and we honeſtly believe 


him, at leaſt upon his bona Tide. How well he 


has acquitted himſelf in this Point, may, amongſt 
other Articles, be ſeen in one Particular, _ | 
Whilſt immediate and peculiar Care was taten 


of every Article that could be thought. to regard 


the Intereſt of his Imperial Majeſty, or the States 


General, the State of the Proteſtant Religion in 


Germany was what as well the late Queen as Hi 
preſent Majeſty have frequently declared they had

T am very ſare that the Emperor never thought 
of putting this Choice in Queſtion, when he wiſh

ſent Situation; and that he muſt abſolutely be- 
come either wholly for His Majeſty, or wholly 
for his Enemy. Not that the King ever dreamed 


of violating the Emperor's Conſcience: But ta 
judge impartially, Conſcience ſhould make us 
ſhun the greateit of two Evils, as Prudence 
ſhould make us chule the leaſt of two Inconvert- 


ences, Beſides, it is certain, that this Marriage 
is not gone {6 far as Prince James“ would have it 

elieved: He ought juſtly to be ſuſpected on this 
Head, and we have more ſure Ways of knowing, 
particularly by Letters intercepted from the Pre- 
tenders's own Family, that the Marriage was only 
But even if it were Ma- 
trimonium ratum, as the Prince pretends, at leaſt 


it is not conſummated. There are an hundred 
Examples of the Pope's having diſſolved ſuch 


Marriages, upon much leſs weighty Occaſions 3 
and the Pope, by his continual Conduct, as well 
with regard to the Emperor as to the King, does 
not deſerve to be excuſed his Duty herein; nor do 
we want the Means of mortifying him, in Caſe of 
a Refuſal.
